With what conſiſtence ſoever the former ſort may 


ſpeak to Truth and Reaſon ; yet I am ſure the la-- 


ter ſpeak with confrſtence enough to the Opinion, 
Declarations and Practice of their Church; as is evi- 
dent from the Council of Trezt ( the preſent Stan- 
dard of the Doctrine of the Church of Rome ) 
which I find thus Engliſhed to my Hands by a noted

Of the Phraſe Service in an Unknown Tongue. 


Toward the faxing the ſence of this Phraſe, we 
are to obſerve, | | 

I. That there is the Vulgar Tongue of a Country, 
which is univerſally underſtood þy the Natives of 
what rank or quality ſoever. Such was the Latiz 
Tongue formerly in Rome; ſuch now is Ezeliſh 
with us. | Before

- 'Before we diſmiſs this, it is to be further con- 
ſidered, : 

_ Þ pans _ are different PO or _ of 
expreliing an ronouncing tne lame e: 
which differencesof Wards, 4 cect 
ſo alter the Tongue, but that throughout under all 
theſe variations it agrees in much more than it dif- 
fers ; ſo that he thatſpeaks the one, is generally un- 
derſtood by him that uſeth the other. Suchyanci- 
ently were the different Dialets of the Greek 
Tongue, welt known tothe learned : And ſuch are 
the Northern,Southern and Weſtern wayes of fpeak- 
ing-amongft our ſelves in this Nation. : JST 

2. Where there are theſe different- DialeQs, 
there generally is one way of ſpeaking, which either 
from the eloquence, - or ftaſhionableneſs of it; -fo fat 
prevails, as to-be the Standard of the Tongue, 'and 


to be uſed in Writing Books, Letters, &c. and is. 


underſtood by all. Such I conceive was anctently 
that which 1s called the common Diatef in Greek : 
And of the like kind is that which -is ſpoken in--and 
about the Court, and by Scholars and perſons of 
a liberal education amongſt us ; and elſewhere. 

3. If a Tongue in proceſs of time, by a mixture 
of other Nations, or by the removal of a peo- 
ple from one Country to another, or by afiy other 
cauſe comes to be fo altered, as the Mother and Ori- 

inal Tongue is not to be underſtood ( as Ledeſma 
Lich itisin Spain) then it is no longer a Vulgar 
Tongue, but is. to be reckoned amongſt. the un- 
known.

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Thus it was antiently in many places with the 
Greekand Latin. The former of which, was once 
the common Tongue of a great part of the then known 
World, and continued ſo to be from the time of 
Cicero, to that of S. Jerom, for the ſpace that is 
of 400. if not 500. Years. Inſomuch, that. not 
only the-Scriptures were read in Greek 1n the publick 
Congregations from Agypt to Conſtantinople ; as 
S. Ferom informs us; but the Chriſtians alſo had 
their Worſhip (as is confeſſed): and the Fathers 
preached to them in that Language. So did S. Chry- 
[oftome, S. Baſil, S. Cyril and S. Athanaſius in their 
ſeveral Sees of Antioch, Ceſarea, Feruſalem, and 
Alexandria. 

And the Latin was {o. well known, underſtood, 
and commonly ſpoken together with the  Vulgar 
Tongue 1n diverſe Countries, ( through the indu- 
ſtry of the Romans in their ſeveral Provinces ) that 
the Vulgar was ſcarcely more. Thus we find it 
in the Proconſular Africa, where (though leſs ac- 
curately ſpoken than at Rome ) it was ſo well un- 
deritood, that S. Auf{iz ſaith, he learned that Lan- 
guage of his Nurſe, and at play, and did write as 
well as preach in it for the uſe of the Vulgar : And 
calls it our Speech, whereas the Punick was the Vul- 
gar Tongue of that Country. 

And ſuch 4 common Tongue is French in Flanders, 
Lingua Fraxcain the Streights, and Exgliſh in ſome 
parts of Wales. 

ITI. There is 4 Learned Tongue, which though 
common amongſt the Land » yet they being 
few in compariſon of the Vulgar , that under- 
ſtand it not, it cannot be called a common Tonga : 
Such are Greek and Latin now. |

': IV.; There is a Tongue underſtoad and ſpoken 
by none an a Nation, or fo few, as are next to none ;

' The uſe of allthis nicenels, is partly to clear the 


ſtate of the Queſtion, and partly to prevent many 
of the ObjeQtions which the caſe is cumbred with :: 
And without the. obſerving of which, the Diſpute 
will be turned from the point that is controverted, 


to that which is not. As it happens for the moſt 


_ part among thoſe of the Church of Rowe that un- 
dertake the management of this Cauſe ;. who do ei-

Which is""( to 
ſpeak charitably ). for want of obſerving, that' the 
Dialefts are but: ſzveral modes of ſpeaking the fame 
Tongue; and that- ordinarily there: 5 fome com- 
mon Standard; which { as I have ſaid )-over-rules 
the reſt, and is a guide common to-all : As here in 
Ezeland, notwithitanding there be ſeveral DialeQs, 
and that there 1s one in Sco//and differs much from 
them all ; yet there is but one Tranſlation of the 
Bible, and one Service for the uſe of the whole, 
and that is fully if not equally underſtood by 
all. & 

Furthermore, would they prove, that anciently 
the Chriſtian Churches uſed not a Vulgar Tongue 
in Divine Service ? they preſently multiply Autho- 
rities to ſhew, that in many places they uſed Greek 
and Latin, and that Greek and Latin were often- 
times not the Vulgar Tongues where they were ſo 


uſed. As if the common Tongue ( for ſuch were . 


thoſe two in elder times, where they were not the 
Vulgar ) was oppoſed to the Vulgar, as much as 
unknown 1s toknown; and each was inconſiſtent 
with the other. - Thus they tell us from S. Jerom, 
<« That the Vuſgar Tongue in Galatia was in effe&t 
«the ſame with that of the Treviri in Germany: And 
« yet there, and1n the rms, they 
<« had the Scriptures, if not their Divine Service in 
* Greek. Not obſerving that Greek was the com- 
»:0n Tongue of thoſe parts, and that both that and 
a Vulgar were there freely and generally ſpoken ; 
as Greek and Latin, as well as the Gallick Tongues 
were ſo frequent in Maf/ilia, that it was called

For both are ſuppoſed ; for that we pray, re- 
ſpets God, but that we ſpeak in publick Prayer 
reſpeas the Church, And _ the principal 
End ( as they call it ) be regarded, and it be an 
Honour 206 FAOEIDID groee to God: Yet if the lefs 
principal be neglected, and.the Service is not or- 
dered to the encreaſe of Faith, Love and- Devotion 
in thoſe that offer it ( as it cannot be where the

II. I ſhall conſider whether theſe Ends for which 
Divine Service is appointed, can be attained, when 
it is performed in a Tongue that is not underſtood ?

Worſhip are intended and ſhould be ordered for 
the Edification of the Church, 1 Cor. 14. 4, 5.

The reſolution 
of which depends upon the conſideration of 
the Soul of Man, and the ſeveral faculties of 
it, 
Concerning which it ſhall ſuffice to obſerve , 
I. That in all reaſonable and deliberate Acts, 
there is more or leſs {0 neceſſary a concurrence of 
the prime faculties of the Soul, viz. the Under- 
ſtanding, Will and AﬀeCtions, that none of them 
can be faid to be exclnded. 2. That in all ſuch 
AQs if the Underſtanding be not the leading fa- 
culty, and of ſuch influence, that the others can- 
not aCt without it { which muf$ be ſuppoſed, for 
how can a perſon affect or chooſe what he doth 
not know ?) Yet without that, : the Ads cannot be 
termed reaſonable. So Caffiodore,.. No body doth any 
thing wiſely which he doth not underſtand. 3. "That 
in the Acts of Religion, the preſence of the un- 
derſtanding is as much required as. ut any other 
rational AQs whatſoever; The renewing of the 
Mind being there the Spring of all ſpiritual Acti- 
Rom.12.1,2.

Now to ſay, That the Aﬀedtions are not without 
profit, though che Mind be not inſtrutted; and that 
they that do not underſtand, do pray with as little tedi- 
ouſneſs, and as great Aﬀettion and Devotion as they 
that do underſtand ( not to repeat the reſt of the 
ſtuff before cited) is to ſay that the AﬀeCtions have 


no dependance in Nature upon the Underſtanding ; 


or that Religion requires leſs of us. than any other 
reaſonable Acts whatſoever ; and that what we 
cannot do without being Lunaticks or Ideots in 
other matters, we may there creditably do, and 
ſpeak, and at&t, as abſurdly as we will, with al- 


lowance. 


But this kind of DoCtrine is only to ſerve aturn,. 


being fitted to thoſe that are fitted for it, and to 
whom nothing can be abſurd, which ſome Men 
ſay : For there are thoſe amongſt them cannot di- 
geſt it ; and do determine otherwiſe. So Salmeron 
the Jeſuit, 1F ary one prayes privately, and the 
things prayed for are not underſtood by him, he waſts 
his time : So he that ſpeaketh publickly in an Unknown. 
Tongue, which others do not underſtand, he doth yield 


ao Fruit ; and then certainly others receive none. 


This the Council of Trex: doth acknowledge , 
when it declares ( as aboveſaid ) It ſeems not ex- 
pedient to the Fathers, That the Maſs be celebrated 
in the Vulgar Tongue : And preſently adds, Leſt the

* both Parrots, and Crows, and Pies, and the like, 
are often taught by Men to pronounce what 
* they do not know-—-- But to ting with under- 
* ſtanding is granted by the Divine Will to man- 
& kind. Sd that according to him, if we ſet aſide 
the Underſtanding, the Parrot of the Cardinal A/- 
canins, had it been taught the Lord's Prayer, or 
other Forms of Devotion, as well as the Creed, 
might have contended in competition with thoſe 
that hear, and fing, and pray, with Words, with- 
out underſtanding. Since whatever Afﬀection and 
Devotion is pretended to without Knowledge, is 
like a Viſion of a Man's own Heart, and not of 
Divine Illumination, that doth either proceed from 
Imagination or Impo{ture. 

But that we may not think this Afſertion of 
theirs [ that zhere may be profit without underſtanding, 
and Devotion without knowledge ] to be unreaſon- 
able, they both produce Experience, and endea- 
vour alſo to give a rational account of it. The 
former 15 appealed to by rhe Rhemiſts ; * As for 
& Edification, that 1s, for increaſe of Faith, true 
« Knowledge, and a good Lite, the experience of 
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« : few Yeats hath' given all the World a full des 


&* monſtration , whether our Fore-Fathers were

And we are told, ©* That the people know what 
« js done in the general, to wit, That God is wor

&« ry of Chriſt and his Pafſionare celebrated, and 
« the Sacrifice offered to God. This no Clown is

done "among them, .with as much reaſon ; and 
whether with any reſpect to our Religion, and 
the ſeveral Offices of it, is now to be conſider'd. 

For our ſatisfaction herein we may obſerve, 

I. They grant, That the people can and do un- 
derftand/no more by their Service than the general 
intent, and Points of 1t. | 

TI. That the people cannot apply theſe Generals 
to the particular Points of it. So the Rhemitſts ;

find an uncontroulable Eyidence for it, both as 
to the Judgmentand Practice of the Church.

© mans uſed the Roman Words, and 'each* prays 
and praiſes/God in his own Tongue. ©  And' the

«to: him-in all Tongues, &c. -S:\Cypriay at the 
ſame time, doth fay, © That the Mind. in . Prayer

& known to them that are preſent, the mind is 
« without Fruit to him that prays, &c. 

: And as to: the Practice of the Church in the 
publick Service, he declares, © That the people 
« had the Pſalms, Prophets and evangelical Com- 
« mands: And when the Tongue ſings, the Mind 
&« doth ſearch out the ſence of the things that are 


& ſpoken. And he relates how the Chriſtians uſed 


to ſpend the Night'in Prayers ,- Confeſſions and 
Palms ; one beginning, and the reſt following. 
And that the noiſe of thoſe that joyned in the Pray- 


ers, was like that of the Waves breaking againſt ; 


the Shoar. 
With .him we have S. Ambroſe agreeing ( that li- 


ved much about the ſame time ) who ſaith, © Ir is 
« eyident that the Mind .is ignorant , where the 
« Tongue 1s not underſtood ; as ſome Latines that 
«are wont to {ing 1n Greek,being delighted with the 
&« {ound of the Words, without under{tanding what 
*Hhey ſay.And again,*the unskilful hearing what he 
& doth not underſtand, knows not the concluſion of 
« the Prayer, and doth not anſwer Amer,that is, it is 
« true,that the Bleſſing may be confirmed. For by 
« thoſe 15 the confirmation of the Prayer fulfilled,

is derived .upon' our Religion, and how far it ex-

And he faith, * This is a ſymphony, when there 


& is in the Church a concord of divers Ages and 


© Vertues : that the Pſalm is anſwered, and Amy 
ſaid, &c. | 

Toward the latter end of the ſame Century 1i- 
ved S. Chryſoſtome, who ſaith, © That the people 
* are much concerned in the Prayers , . that they 
*are common to them and the Prieſt ; that in the 
* Sacrament, as the Prieſt prays for the people, i 
*the people for the Prieft. And that thoſe Words 
* and with thy Spirit, ſignifie nothing elte 
& And what wonder is it, That in the Prayers the 
* people do talk with the Prieſt ? 


And elſewhere he faith, © That the Apoſtle 


« ſhews that the people receive no little damage, 
& when they cannot ſay Amen. 

To conclude, Bellarminfſaich, That in the Litur- 

which bears this Fathers name, the parts ſung 
by the Prieſt, Deacon and People, are moſt plainly 
diſtinguiſhed. 

To him let us add $. Jerows his cotemporary, 
who declares that at the Funeral of Pauls in of. 
ruſalem, the multitude did attend, and ſung their 
Plalmsin Hebrew, Greek, Latin and Syriack, ac- 
cording to the Nations they were of. And we are 
farther cold, That at Berhlews there reſorted Gawls, 
Britains, Armenians, Indians, &c. and there were 
almoſt as many Choirs of Singers as of Countries ; 
of a different Tongue, but of one and the ſame 
Religion. 

And 
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 _Andrtheſame Father tells us, That at Rome the 
people founded forth Amen, like to the noiſe of 
Thunder. 

Next let us confult S. Avgnftive, of the fame 
time, who ſaith, © Thar no body is edified by 
« what he doth not underftand. And, © That the 
& reaſon why the Prieſt lifts up his Voice in the 
& Church when he prayeth, 1s not that God, but 
«the people may hear and underſtand, and joyn 
with him. And that whereas the Biſhops and 
Miniſters of the Church were ſometimes guilty of 
uſing barbarous and abſurd Words that they ſhould 
correC&t it that the people may moſt plainly under- 
ſtand, and fay Amer. | 

And elſewhere ( as has been quoted before) ex- 
horts that they be not as Parrots and Pies that ſay 
they know not what. 

Thus far our Authorittes do proceed with little 
interruption. For Bellarmix doth grant, © That 
«not only in the times of the Apottles, all the 
« people were wont to anfwer in Divine Offices; 
<« but that the ſame was a long time after obſerved 
<«< both in the Exfter» and Wefters Church, as is 
« evident from S. Chryſoſftome, S. Ferom, %c. 

Now having derived the 'F'itle thus far for above 
400 years, we need not be much foltcitous for 
what was introduced afterwards; but yet for a 
farther confirmation, I ſhall add ſome Tettimonies 


of a later date. 


Emperour J«/tinian ( who dyed Anzo 565.) mn 
which it is thus enacted, We command all Biſhops 
and Priefts to celebrate the holy Oblation, and the 
Prayers in ſacred Baptiſm, mot in a low, but ſuch a 
Voice, as may be heard by the people ; that thereby 


their 
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their Hearts may be raiſed up with greaterDevotion,and 
Honour be given to God; for ; 4 the Holy Apoſtle 
teacheth, in the firſt to the Corinthians, For if thou 
only bleſs with the Spirit, &c. - 

To this I ſhall add that of 1{dore Hiſpalenſis, that 
lived in theend of the fifth -Century, who faith, 
<« That it behoveth that when it'is ſung in the 
* Church, that all do ſing; and when Prayers are 
« offered, that all do pray ; and when there is rea- 
« ding, that all do read, and ſilence being made , 
<* that all hear. | 

This is alſo agreeable to the former Opinion of 
the Church of Rome it ſelf ; and for proof of which, 
what can we deſire more than the Declarations of 
Popes and Councils ? and this we have. For we 
read of a permiſſion given T the Pope to the 
Moravians , at the inſtance of Cyril (who had 
_ converted them and other Nations of the S$claws- 
nians )) to have Divine Service in their own Tongue; 
and that he and the Conclave were induced to it 
( when not a few did oppoſe it) by a Voice from 
Heaven, that ſaid, Let every Spirit praiſe the Loyd, 
aud every Tongue confeſs to him, as Aneas Sylvins, 
afterward Pope, relates. 

And Pope John the VIII. (not long after, in 
Anno 880. ) writes thus to Sferto opulcer, a Prince 
of the S(lavonians, © We command that the Praj- 
&©« {es and Works of our Lord Chriſt, be declared 
«< inthe ſame [ Sclavonian ] Tongue. For we are 
&« 2dmoniſhed by ſacred Writ, to praiſe the Lord, 
&« not only in three, but in all Tongues, ſaying, 
« Praiſe the Lord all ye. Nations, praiſe him all the 
* people. And the Apoſtles filled with the Hol 
« Ghoſt, ſpake in all Tongues. And S. Pau/ ad.- 
© moniſheth 
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© moniſheth, Let every Tongue confeſs; and in the. 


* firſt to the Cormmtans, he doth ſufficiently and 
* plainly admoniſh us, that in ſpeaking we ſhould 
© edifie the Church of God. Neither doth it hin- 
&« der the Faith or Doctrine, to have the Maſs 
«ſung, or the Goſpel and Leſſons well tranſlated, 
pe _—_ or other divine Offices ſung in the ſame Scla- 
« voxiay Tongue; becauſe he who made the 


«three principal Tongues, viz. Hebrew, Greek and 


& Latin, madeall to his praiſe, &c. 

And conformable to this is the Decree of the Coun- 
cil of Lateran under Innocent TI. Anno 1215. that 
© becauſe in many parts, within the ſame City and 
&« Dioceſs, there are-many people of different man- 
© ners and Rites mixed together, but of one Faith, 
& We therefore command that the Biſhops 'of ſuch 
« Cities or Dioceſles, provide fit Men who ſhall ce- 
<« lebrate Divine Offices, according to the diverſity of 
« Tongues and Rites,and rs theSacraments. 

This may be further confirmed by the very Ofi- 
ces of ths, Church of Rome ; but this is ſufficient to 
ſhew that the Church of Rome hath departed from 
Scripture, - Antiquity, and it felf, when it doth re- 
quire that Divine Service be performed in a "Tongue 
unknown to the people : and that-it was never the

opinion of the Fathers, norany Church, nor eyen * 


of the Church of Rome, that it is moſt expedient. 


to have it ſo performed. So little was it then thought 


that religious things the leſs they are underſtood, - 


the more they would be admired ; and that to pre- 
ſerve a reverence for them, and the people from 
dangerous errors, it is requiſite to keep them from 
being-underſtood, So little was it pleaded, that 


there are any Tongues ſacred in themſelves; and 
H that 
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that as the three upon the Croſs of Chriſt, are to be 
preferred before others, and to exclude the reft ; ſo 
the Latix as next to the head of Chriſt, is the moſt 
venerable of the three. So little was it then thought 
that there is a certain kind of Divinity in Latiz, and 
ſomething more of Majeſty, and fitter to ſtir up De- 
votion than in other Tongues. 50 little were they 
afraid, that Latiz would be loſt, if the Service were 
not kept init ; or however, fo little evident is it, 
that they valued the preſervation of that Tongue 

above the Edification of the Church.  '. 
Laſtly,So little did they think of the expedience of 
having the Service in one common "Tongue, as La- 
tin, That Chriſtians whereever they travel, may find 
the ſelf ſame Service, and Prieſts may officiate in it 
as at home. As if for the ſake of the few that tra- 
vel, the many that ſtay at home ſhould be left 


' deſtitute, and for one Mans convenience, 10000.

Theſe are- Argu- 
meitts coined” on purpoſe to defend the Cauſe, and 
{0 are peculiar to the Church that needs them. _
